ALCOHOL  IN  PHARMACY. 

(Original  Contribution.) 

BY  “  NEMO.” 

2nd  PART. 

My  last  paper  concluded  with  the  statement  that  five  and  three  do 
not  make  eight  when  the  substances  employed  are  Rectified  Spirit 
and  water.  Let  me  heg  you  “gentle  reader”  (as  the  old  English 
books  would  call  you)  that  I  write,  not  for  the  learned  hut  for  the 
unlearned  ;  not  for  the  student  fresh  from  the  schools,  hut  for  the  old 
time  Australian  druggist,  who  had  none  of  the  advantages  of  the 
College  of  Pharmacy,  who  has  heard  tell  of  Bloomsbury  Square,  hut 
has  never  been  there.  Aye,  who  has  heard  that  lectures  on  these 
subjects  have  been  delivered,  even  in  Sydney,  but  has  been  too  busy 
behind  the  counter  even  to  be  able  to  afford  the  time  to  do  more  than 
recommend  his  apprentice  to  attend  them. 

Now  let  me  state  my  case  as  clearly  as  possible.  The  British 
Pharmacopioe  tells  us  that  Rectified  Spirit  should  have  a  specific 
gravity  of  *838,  and  should  consist  of  alcohol  pin's  sixteen  per  cent,  of 
water,  this  is  equal  to  what  the  Custom  House  officials  would  call  56 
over  proof  spirit,  now  56  over  proof  means  that  if  100  parts  of  this  spirit 
be  diluted  with  water  it  will  form  156  parts  of  what  they  call  “  Proof 
Spirit.”  This  term  was  originally  applied  to  the  lowest  strength  of 
spirit,  which,  upon  being  poured  over  Gunpowder  and  ignited,  would 
explode  the  powder  after  the-  spirit  had  partially  burnt  off.  The 
actual  strength  of  the  spirit  is  48 '5  per  cent,  according  to  Proctor, 
and  “  about  49  per  cent.”  according  to  the  B.P.  See  “  Proctor,” 
II.  Edition,  Lecture  15,  or  the  B.  P.  1885  Edit.,  Page  384. 

But  we  are  less  interested  in  traditional  history,  and  in  citation 
of  authorities  as  in  actual  work,  so  to  proceed  with  our  explanation. 
The  rule  for  finding  the  amount  of  proof  spirit  which  maybe  made  from 
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any  given  quantity  of  Rectified  Spirit  is  as  follows  : — Add  100  to  the 
number  of  degrees  over  proof  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  gallons- 
of  the  spirit  used,  then  mark  two  decimal  places  from -the  right  hand 
to  the  left,  and  the  result  is  the  number  of  proof  gallons  that  will  be= 
produced.  Hence,  if  5  gallons  of  Rectified  Spirit  of  56  (3.P.  be  used, 
add  100  to  the  56  =  156,  then  multiply  by  the  number  of  gallons  used 
(5)  =  780,  now  put  the  decimal  point  two  places  from  right  to  left  and 
you  have  7*80  as  your  result.  Hence  is  proved  the  original  state¬ 
ment  that  five  gallons  of  B.P.  Rectified  Spirit  Sp.  Grr,  '888  alcoholic^ 
value  84  per  cent.  Alcohol  and  56  O.P.  if  diluted  with  three  gallons 
of  water  will  not  form  8  gallons  of  Proof  Spirit  B.P.,  but  only  7*8' 
gallons  of  spirit  of  this  strength. 

And  now  having  made  this  clear,  let  me  next  ask  you  to  solve 
the  following  simple  calculation.  How  much  Rectified  Spirit  B.P.. 
must  I  use  to  form  80  gallons  of  Proof  Spirit.  At  first  sight  we  may 
say  that  if  five  and  three  make  eight,  we  should  employ  50  gallons  of 
Rectified  Spirit  to  yield  Eiglity  gallons  of  the  Proof  Spirit,  using  30’ 
gallons  of  water  to  effect  the  dilution.  Now  apply  the  rule  already 
stated  to  this  case,  50  gallons  at  56  O.P.  will  equal  156  x  50,  which 
is  equal  to  7800,  which,  when  the  two  places  are  written  off,  leaves  us 
78  dais.  Proof  Spirit  as  being  the  proper  quantity  of  Proof  Spirit, 
which  should  be  prepared  from  50  Grals.  of  Rectified  Spirit  of  56  O.P, 
strength.  Hence  we  must  calculate  otherwise.  Let  us  proceed  as- 
follows  : — We  have  80  Gials.  of  Proof  Spirit  as  our  required  quantity, 
now  let  us  find  out  Avhat  quantity  of  Rectified  Spirit  of  B.P.  strength 
this  amount  is  equal  to.  The  rule  is  to  divide  the  80  x  100  by  the 
5()  X  100,  this  equals  51*28  Grals  or  51  Grals.  and  9  Grills,  according  to- 
the  Custom  House  rule  and  method  of  expressing  results.  If,  how- 
eA'er,  om*  Rectified  Spirit  is  stronger  than  the  B.P.  standard,  or  is  60 
O.P.  Spirit  instead  of  56  O.P.  Spirit,  then  if  100  of  this  Spirit  eqnaL 
160  of  Proof  Spirit  then  fiA^e  Grals.  of  Spirit  of  60  O.P.  Avill  bear  dilu¬ 
tion  Avith  Avater  until  it  forms  eight  gallons  of  product,  and  this  pro¬ 
duct  being  tested  by  the  Hydrometer  or  the  Specific  Oravity  bottle, 
Avill  be  found  to  be  equal  to  Proof  Spirit  of  the  British  Pharmacopioe, 
Let  me  next  state  a  someAvhat  different  calculation.  Suppose  a  Drug¬ 
gist  buys  ten  Grallons  of  Rectified  Spirit,  and  upon  testing  the  same 
in  the  most  approved  manner  finds  that  it  has  an  alcoholic  strength  of 
63  O.P.,  he  therefore  Avishes  to  know  hoAV  much  Avater  he  may  addin 
order  to  reduce  it  to  the  B.P.  strength.  The  method  of  calculation  i& 
to  add  100  to  the  alcoholic  value  =  163,  next  diAude  by  the  value  of 
required  product  plus  100  =  156,  the  result  Avould  be  10*44,  or  roughly 
10  gals,  and  70  ozs.,  or  to  express  it  in  technical  terms  10  Dais,  and 
14  Dills. 

Hence  he  can  add  Avater  until  the  mixture  Avhen  cool  Avill  measure 
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this  quantity.  He  must  mt  merely  add  fourteen  gills  of  water  to  hist 
10  gals,  of  spirit,  as  if  he  does  this  the  oontraotion  already  explained 
will  render  his  product  stronger  than  the  B.P.  standard. 

Now  let  us  apply  the  foregoing  statement  to  some  practical  pur¬ 
pose.  What  is  the  alcoholic  value  of  a  mixture  of  5  gals,  of  20  O.P. 
Spirit  to  which  has  been  added  4  Gals,  of  35  O.P.  and  8  Gals.  50 
O.P.  Proceed  as  follows  : — Find  the  number  of  Proof  Gals,  which 
each  of  these  quantities  represent  and  add  them  together.  You  may 
give  your  result  as  so  many  Proof  Gallons,  but  if  you  desire  to  pro¬ 
duce  your  result  as  B.P.  Rectified  Spirit  Gallons  divide  the  number 
of  Proof  Gallons  (23‘4)  by  156  when  you  will  have  15  Gallons  as 
your  quotient,  which  is  the  quantity  of  Rectified  Spirit  contained  in 
the  mixture. 

Having  given  you  a  sum  in  addition,  let  us  next  proceed  to  sub¬ 
traction.  I  have  10  Gals,  of  Spirit  GO  O.P.,  and  I  wish  to  make  1© 
Gals,  of  a  Proprietary  article  containing  50  per  cent,  of  Proof  Spirit^ 
how  much  of  the  former  shall  I  have  left  after  the  operation  ?  Now 
10  Gals,  of  50  per  cent,  of  Proof  Spirit  is  equal  to  5  Gallons  of  Proof 
Spirit.  Multiply  your  5  by  100  and  divide  by  160,  and  your  quotient 
will  be  3*125,  which  is  the  number  of  gallons  of  the  60  O.P.  spirit 
which  is  required  to  produce  the  desired  result.  Now  substract  3*125 
from  10  and  you  have  the  remainder  6*875  Gals,  as  the  answer. 
But  the  Custom  House  does  not  recognise  anything  less  than  a  gill 
(5  oz.),  and  does  not  carry  its  calculations  any  further  than  to  the 
nearest  gill  in  the  second  place  of  decimals,  hence  the  remainder  may 
be  stated  as  six  gallons  and  28  gills,  or  28/32  as  they  would  express  it.

La  Grip  ”  still  continues  to  lay  low  our  pharmacists.  Mr. 
Swindale,  of  Rockdale,  has  had  an  attack,  also  Mr.  Carson,  lecturer  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  As  some  compensation  for  the  dull  times,  pharma¬ 
cists  are  having  a  slight  “  boom,”  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic, 
particularly  in  the  western  suburbs.

Gustave  Lohse,  of  Berlin,  the  well-known  manufacturer  of  some 
beautiful  samples  of  perfumeiy  and  soaps,  has  sent  out  to  Mr.  Julius  Levy,  his 
agent  in  Australia,  a  most  complete  set  of  new  lines  in  Maiglockchen  (“  Lily 
of  the  Yalley”),  which  are  got  up  most  exquisitely,  with  artistic  labels 
and  patent  stoppers,  and  should  prove  very  acceptable  to  our  friends  here. 

Poisoning  by  Chloride  of  Lime. — An  occurrence  which 
points  to  a  case  of  poisoning  by  this  chemical  was  reported  to  the  City 
Coroner  on  August  9th.  A  man  named  William  Smith  was  found 
unconscious  at  his  residence,  60  Shepherd-street,  Redfern,  Sydney,  and  by 
his  side  was  a  bottle  of  Chloride  of  Lime.  When  admitted  to  Prince  Alfred 
Hospital  he  was  observed  to  be  suffering  from  the  effects  of  some  irritant 
poison,  and,  after  a  few  hours  of  torture,  he  expired. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  Lectureship. — The  Lectureship 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  bandied  about  from  mouth  to  mouth 
,a  good  deal  lately  on  account  of  a  paragraph  which  appeared  in  the 
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columns  of  a  contemporary  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Carson,  who  now  holds  the 
position,  was  about  to  retire.  We  are  requested  to  state  Mr.  Carson  has 
not  the  slightest  intention  of  giving  up  teaching  private  pupils  or  students 
of  the  Society,  and  has  no  idea  how  such  a  report  could  have  originated. 

A  Queer  Prescription. — The  following  prescription  was  written 
by  a  suburban  medical  man  for  a  club  patient.  Comment  is  needless.  The 
original  can  be  seen  at  this  office  : — “  p,  Sarsaparilla,  cut  and  bruised,  5ii.  r 
Guaiaci  Chips,  Sii.  ;  Aquam,  Oiv.  Boil  down  to  5xvi.,  and  add  Sacchari 
332  p.  Ex  Opii,  93S.;  Res  guaiaci,  3iv. ;  Potass  Carb.,  5iii.  ;  T’Colchici, 
oiiss.;  01  Limonis,  gut.  ii.  Rub  together  and  add  little  by  little  to  above 

syrup,  when  cold,  and  strain.  Sig.  3ss.  to  5i.  for  a  dose  three  times  a  day, 
and  at  night.” 

Deputation. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  it  was 
decided  to  ask  the  new  Treasurer  to  grant  an  interview  re  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
It  would  be  a  good  opportunity  to  draw  his  attention  to  the  excessive  duties 
imposed  upon  tinctures,  liquid  extracts,  some  patent  medicines,  and  several 
chemical  preparations.  It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  Schacht’s  Liquor 
Bismuth  pays  a  heavy  duty.  Why  we  do  not  know,  but  we  do  know  the 
utter  absurdity  of  the  proceeding.  The  pharmacists  are  the  greatest 
sufferers  of  all  trades  under  the  present  ad  valorem  duties. 

Elliott  Bros.,  Ltd.,  v.  C.  J.  Browning. — The  Registrar  in 
Bonkruptcy  granted  a  sequestration  order  and  appointed  Mr.  Giblin  official 
assignee.  It  will  be  remembered  that  C.  J.  Browning,  who  was  the  principal 
partner  in  the  “Dr.  Richards’  firm,”  purchased  the  old-established  business  of 
A.  J.  Watt  &  Co.,  George  Street,  which  he  re-named  The  American  Drug 
Co.  The  gentleman  in  question  has  been  missing  since  July  26th,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  left  the  colony,  as  no  one  appeared  for  him  at  the  Bank¬ 
ruptcy  Court  on  his  behalf.  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.’  claim  against  the  estate 
amounts  to  £550  7s.  for  goods  delivered,  and  £185  for  three  promissory  notes. 
Poisoning  by  Cyanide  of  Potassium. — The  deputy  city 
coroner,  Mr.  W.  T.  Pinhey,  held  an  inquest  at  the  South  Sydney  Morgue  on 
August  6th  on  the  body  of  the  jeweller,  Henry  John  Hundt,  who  was 
found  dead  on  the  floor  of  his  shop  at  233  Elizabeth-street,  on  Saturday 
morning  previous.  Diseased  was  39  years  of  age,  and  has  left  a  widow  and 
eight  children.  He  had  never  been  heard  to  say  he  was  tired  of  life.  He  used 
cyanide  of  potassium  in  his  work.  He  left  home  about  8.30  on  Friday 
evening,  saying  he  was  going  to  the  lodge.  That  was  the  last  time  he  was 
seen  alive.  Dr.  Rennie  stated  that  death  was  due  to  cyanide  of  potassium 
poisoning.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  by  prussic  acid  poisoning. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  Caleb  Soul. — The  employees  of  the 
firm  of  Messrs.  Washington  H.  Soul  lately  marked  the  event  of  the  golden 
wedding  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Caleb  Soul  by  a  presentation.  It  took  the  form 
of  a  group  of  photos  of  the  employees,  and  was  presented  at  Woollahra  by 
three  of  the  older  members — Captain  Malcolm  Green,  Mr.  Bull,  and  Mr. 
Fincham.  The  staff  comprised  33.  Mr.  Caleb  Soul  came  to  New  South 
Wales  in  1863,  and  in  1872  began  business  as  a  druggist  in  Pitt-street,. 
Sydney,  with  his  only  son,  Washington  H.  Soul,  who  came  from  New 
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Zealand  to  join  him.  The  present  buildings  of  the  firm  in  Pitt-street  testify 
to  the  success  achieved.  The  presentation  evidenced  the  cordial  relations 
existing  between  the  employer  and  the  employees. 

The  Australasian  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science — the  permanent  Secretary  of  which  is  Professor  Liversidge,  of 
Sydney — holds  its  sixth  session  in  Brisbane,  commencing  on  January  11th, 
1895,  and  extending  to  January  23rd.  A  very  comprehensive  provisional 
programme  has  been  drawn  up  setting  out  the  proceedings  for  each  day, 
part  of  the  day  being  set  aside  for  sectional  work  and  part  for  social 
enjoyment  and  amusements.  The  names  of  intending  members  are  to  be 
sent  in,  with  subscription,  to  Professor  Liversidge,  and  intending  visitors  to 
Brisbane  are  requested  to  send  in  their  names  to  the  General  Secretaries, 
Messrs.  John  Shirley  and  C.  W.  De  Vis,  “  Kanelagh,”  Cordelia-street, 
South  Brisbane.  Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden,  F.L.S.,  Superintendent  of  Technical 
Education,  N.S.W.,  is  President  of  the  chemistry  section,  and  Mr.  George 
Watkins,  Queen-street,  Brisbane,  Sectional  Secretary. 

Chemists’  Buyers’  Association. — A  number  of  pharmacists 
have  formed  an  association  with  the  above  title,  with  the  object  of  buying 
patent  medicines,  drugs,  and  chemicals  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  they  would 
be  able  to  obtain  them  if  buying  as  individuals,  so  as  to  cope  with  the 
several  large  firms  who  are  at  present  underselling  pharmacists  in  town  and 
suburbs.  We  are  informed  this  is  no  antagonistic  movement  against  the 
wholesale  houses,  who,  rather  than  feel  annoyed  by  such,  will  no  doubt 
welcome  the  change  as  entailing  less  work  for  their  employees  in  handling 
the  goods,  and  also  ensure  payment  of  their  money  at  short  notice,  for  we 
understand  that  the  terms  under  which  the  operations  are  being  carried  out 
are  for  cash.  They  will  have  their  customers  all  the  same,  only  that  it  will 
cause  some  little  rivalry  among  the  wholesalers  as  to  who  will  obtain  the 
orders.  We  see  no  other  effect  that  can  accrue  to  them.  Some  union  of 
the  kind  among  pharmacists  has  long  been  required.  The  pharmacist  alone 
has  been  unable  to  compete  against  people  who  can  go  to  the  wholesale  houses 
with  the  money  in  their  hands,  and  consequently  get  the  concessions  which  an 
individual  could  not  possibly  do. 

Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Great  Britain. — The  question 
as  to  the  power  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  grant  certificates  to  gentlemen 
holding  this  qualification  has  not  yet  been  decided.  A  test  case  has  been 
referred  to  the  law  offices  of  the  Crown  for  opinion.  It  is  well-known  this 
qualification  has  hitheito  been  recognised  by  the  Board,  although  the 
qualification  does  not  appear  as  one  of  those  mentioned  in  the  Act.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  the  framers  of  the  Poisons’  x^ct  intended  that  men  who 
were  able  to  practice  their  calling  in  the  old  country  should  be  granted 
registration,  but  owing  to  the  lamentable  ignorance — we  cannot  think  it 
could  have  been  wilfully  done — of  those  who  were  connected  with  the 
drafting  of  the  measure,  the  qualification  set  down  was  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist — not  Chemist  and  Druggist.  If  there  were  any  minor  men  in  the 
colony  in  1876,  what  were  they  about  not  to  look  after  their  interests,  and 
what  an  amount  of  trouble  it  would  have  saved  ?  If  the  Crown  law  officers 
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decide  against  the  claims  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Great  Britain, 
surely  the  Government  will  at  once  see  the  necessity  of  passing  a  Pharmacy 
Act  to  set  these  gentlemen  in  their  proper  position,  or  else  what  will  happen? 

Importation  of  Sulphur  from  Japan. — In  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  the  1st  inst.  there  is  an  account  of  a  shipment  of  sulphur  arriving 
in  Sydney  harbour  by  the  ship  “  Omeo,’’  and  from  the  statements  made 
therein  one  would  really  imagine  that  there  was  something  novel  in  the  fact 
that  this  vessel  came  thus  laden.  A  representative  of  our  journal  waited 
upon  Dr.  J.  F.  Elliott,  and  was  afforded  full  particulars  with  respect  to  the 
importation  of  sulphur  into  this  colony  by  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  Ltd.,  for  the 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid.  Dr.  Elliott  informs  us  that  in  1891  he 
personally  visited  Japan  and  arranged  for  the  purchase  of  several  thousand 
tons  of  sulphur,  and  soon  after  his  return  to  this  colony  he  was  followed  by 
the  ship  “  Sharpshooter’'  under  charter  with  a  full  cargo.  A  further  supply 
was  obtained  by  the  vessel  “  Elizabeth  Graham  ”  and  other  vessels,  besides 
several  shipments  from  Sicily.  When  asked  how  Japanese  sulphur  compared 
with  the  Sicilian  article,  we  were  informed  that  the  former  was  superior, 
inasmuch  as  it  contains  99.5  %,  while  the  latter  averages  only  98  %.  A 
peculiar  feature  is  that  the  sulphurous  acid  obtained  from  Japanese  sulphur 
appears  to  be  more  easily  converted  into  sulphuric  acid  than  the  Sicilian 
article.  Professor  Threlfall  and  Mr.  Pollock,  of  the  Physical  Laboratory  of 
the  Sydney  University,  have  been  engaged  in  some  original  researches  with 
respect  to  the  properties  of  this  element,  for  it  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that 
we  may  expect  startling  discoveries  with  respect  to  the  nature  and  properties 
of  this  substance.  A  recent  visitor  to  New  Guinea  returned  with  a  report 
that  he  had  discovered  a  mountain  of  sulphur  in  that  island,  and  samples 
tested  by  Mr.  Fred  Wright  went  96  %.  The  immense  deposits  of  sulphur 

known  to  exist  in  New  Zealand  are  enough  to  supply  the  Southern  Hemis¬ 
phere  for  centuries. 

Chemists  Assistants’  Association  of  li.S.W. — The  usual 
monthly  meeting  of  the  above  was  held  at  the  Pharmacy  Board  Rooms,  Phillip 
Street,  on  July  25th  inst,,  when  a  large  number  of  members  were  present.  Mr. 
Brennan  occupied  the  chair.  It  was  proposed  to  hold  a  ball  about  the  end  of 
September,  and  the  management  of  same  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee,  whom  we  feel  confident  will  do  their  utmost  to  make  it  a  success. 
Two  office-bearers  were  elected  in  the  place  of  Mr,  Brennan,  vice-president, 
and  Mr.  Adams,  member  of  committee,  who  have  left  for  the  country  ;  Mr. 
McManus  fulfilling  the  former  and  Mr.  Hart  the  latter.  During  the  evening, 
Mr.  Meagher,  a  member  of  the  association,  read  a  paper  on  Pyroxylin,  his 
great  object  was  to  show  that  it  was  incorrect  to  call  gun  cutton  synonym 
for  pyroxylin.  Mr.  Meagher  seems  to  have  carefully  read  the  subject,  and 
brought  forward  notes  from  a  great  law  case  recently  tried  in  England, 
Ballistite  v.  Cordite,  in  which,  after  voluminous  evidence  had  been  given  by 
the  most  able  professors  of  chemistry,  the  judge  gave  a  verdict  that  gun  cotton 
was  not  pyroxylin.  Pyroxylin  is  Dinitro-cellulose,  and  gun  cotton  is 
Trinitro-cellulose,  and  is  not  soluble  in  any  mixture  of  alcohol  and  ether. 
Mr.  Meagher  laid  great  stress  upon  the  importance  that  should  be  attached 
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to  the  length  of  time  the  B.  P.  designates  for  the  cotton  wool  to  be  immersed 
in  the  acid,  as  a  greater  length  of  time  changes  pyroxylin  into  true  gun 
cotton.  Mr.  Hart  also  gave  some  valuable  hints  as  to  the  therapeutical  uses 
of  certain  tinctures  made  from  Australian  plants,  which  he  has  used  in  homoeo¬ 
pathy  with  great  success.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Pinhey  for 
his  kindness  in  granting  the  use  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  Rooms  for  the 
meeting.  We  are  pleased  to  hear  the  association  is  on  a  sound  footing  and 
making  forward  strides  daily.  The  secretary,  Syd.  J.  May,  c/o  J.  S. 
Abraham,  Esq.,  434  George  Street,  City,  will  be  glad  to  furnish  assistants 
and  apprentices  with  any  information  they  require  in  regard  to  the 
association.

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Legal  and  Magisterial. 

What  is  an  Apothecary  P — A  Supreme  Court  decision. — In  the 
Supreme  Court,  Mr.  Justice  Hodges  dealt  with  orders  to  review  two  decisions 
of  the  Court  of  Petty  Sessions  at  Melbourne,  by  which  Robert  Hermann  was 
fined  £20  and  A.  H.  de  Leon  £10  for  “  pretending  to  be  an  apothecary” 
contrary  to  section  11  of  the  Medical  Act,  1890.  The  prosecutions  were 
brought  by  Charles  Gerlach  on  behalf  of  the  Victorian  branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.  The  case  against  Hermann  was  that  he  had  advertised 
himself  as  a  specialist  in  sexual  diseases,  and  supplied  pills  to  his  customers 
and  against  de  Leon  that  he  advertised  himself  as  agent  for  “  Hr.  Brown- 
Sequard’s  triple  life  essence,”  and  recommended  and  sold  it  as  a  remedy  for 
certain  diseases.  Evidence  was  given  that  Hr.  Brown-Sequard  had  no  agent 
in  these  colonies,  and  that  the  principal  ingredients  of  the  stuff 
sold  by  de  Leon  were  quinine  and  sulphuric  acid.  The  rule  nid 
to  review  was  obtained  in  each  case  on  the  ground  there  was  no  evidence 
before  the  magistrates  that  the  defendant  pretented  to  be  an  apothecary 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  Mr.  A.  H.  1  avis  appeared 
to  move  the  rule  absolute,  and  Mr.  Pennefeather  to  show 

cause.  In  support  of  the  rule  it  was  contended  that  Hermann  had  merely 
carried  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  in  a  private  house,  and  that  probably 
through  some  oversight,  this  was  not  made  an  offence  by  the  act,  which  merely 
prohibited  the  carrying  on  of  a  chemist’s  business  in  an  open  shop.  As  to 
He  Leon,  it  was  submitted  that  so  far  as  appeared  from  the  evidence,  he 
merely  supplied  medicine,  and  there  was  nothing  to  show  that  he  had  com¬ 
pounded  it  himself,  Mr.  Justice  Hodges  in  giving  judgment,  said  it  was  first 
necessary  to  decide  what  was  meant  by  an  “  apothecary.”  In  a  case  of  The 
Apothecaries  Company  v.  Allen,  4  B.  and  Ad.  625,  where  the  defendant  lived 
in  lodgings  and  advised  persons,  and  made  up  and  sold  to  them  medicines 
which  he  himself  ordered,  Lord  Justice  Henman  held  that  the  defendant  had 
acted  as  an  apothecary  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  term.  Therefore  he  (Mr. 
Justice  Hodges)  took  it  that  a  person  advising  persons,  compounding 
medicines  for  them,  and  selling  those  medic  ines  to  them,  was,  in  the  ordinary 
sense  of  the  term,  acting  as  an  apoHiecary.  In  WebsteTs  Dictionary  it  was 
stated  than  an  apothecary  was  “  one  of  a  privileged  class  of  practitioners,  a 
kind  of  sub-physician.’^  Was  there  any  evidence  upon  which  the  magistrates 
could  have  arrived  at  a  conclusion  that  Her  mann  pretended  to  be  an 
apothecary  ?  He  had  handed  the  informer  a  phamplet,  in  which  he  described 
himself  as  a  specialist  in  certain  diseases,  and  he  afterwards  advised  him  and 
prescribed  certain  pills,  for  which  he  received  payment,  and  gave  directions  as 
to  when  and  how  they  ,were  to  be  taken.  The  chemical  composition  of  these 
pills  did  not  appear,  but  as  against  the  defendant  they  must  be  taken  to  be 
pills  in  the  ordinary  acceptation  of  the  term — that  is,  some  chemical  compound 
intended  to  produce  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  person  using  them.  There 
was  no  express  evidence  as  to  the  person  by  whom  these  pills  were  com¬ 
pounded,  but  there  was  little  doubt  that  the  magistrates  were 
right  in  inferring  that  they  were  made  up  by  the  person  who  supplied 
them.  These  were,  in  his  opinion,  sufficient  materials  upon  which  the 
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magistrates  might  find  that  the  defendant  was  acting  as  an  apothecary* 
Then  came  the  question,  Was  the  defendant  “  pretending  ”  to  be  an  apothecary 
within  the  meaning  of  section  11  ?  That  section  prohibited  all  persons 
other  than  those  registered  from  practising  in  the  characters  specified  in  the 
section,  and  any  person  who  acted  in  one  of  these  characters  were  really 
pretending,  within  the  meaning  of  the  section,  that  he  was  purporting  to 
practice  as  an  apothecary  ;  and  purporting  to  practice  as  an  apothecary 
carried  with  it  an  implied  representation  that  he  was  so  registered,  because  an 
individual,  being  under  the  impression  that  no  person  could  so  practice  with¬ 
out  being  registered,  would  be  entitled  to  infer,  from  the  fact  that  he 
purported  so  to  act,  that  he  was  registered  ;  and  consequently  there  was  on 
the  part  of  the  defendant  a  pretending  to  be  what  he  was  not.  In  Hermann's 
case,  therefore,  the  conviction  would  be  upheld  and  the  rule  discharged  with 
costs.  In  He  Leon’s  case  there  did  not  appear  to  have  been  any  evidence 
upon  which  the  magistrates  could  find  that  he  had  practiced  as  an  apothecary. 
He  purported  to  advise  his  customers,  and  to  send  them  some  patent 
medicine,  but  there  was  nothing  to  show  that  he  compounded  the  medicine 
himself.  The  rule  in  this  case  would  be  made  absolute,  but  this  was  such  a 
disgusting  business  that  the  defendant  carried  on  that  no  costs  would  be 
given.  Mr.  Davis  urged  that  there  were  so  many  influences  at  work  to 
lower  the  moral  tone  of  the  community  that  the  effect  of  bad  examples  should 
be  considered  in  extenuation  of  the  defendant’s  conduct,  and  that  costs 
should  not  be  withheld  from  him,  even  in  the  theatres  things  were  to  be  seen 
which  could  not  but  exercise  an  evil  influence.  Mr.  Justice  Hodges  said  he 
could  find  no  excuse  for  De  Leon  in  the  fact  that  other  people  might  be 
guilty  of  improper  practices.  He  came  to  this  court  in  a  case  which  was 
utterly  disgraceful  and  disgusting,  and  would  get  no  costs. 

Stealing  a  Till.  — Senior  Constable  Walsh  arrested  a  man  named 
George  Sinclair  on  the  6th  August,  on  the  charge  of  having  stolen  the  till 
and  cash  from  the  shop  of  Messrs.  Witt  &  Co.,  Stratford,  Gippsland,  on  the 
night  of  the  4th  August. 

An  Alleged  Illegal  Operation. — At  the  South  Melbourne  Court 
on  8th  August,  two  women  named  Emily  Fitzjames  and  Annie  Sealey  were 
charged  with  having  performed  an  illegal  operation  on  Alberta  Emmeline 
Jarrett.  Drs.  W.  L.  Mullen  and  J.  J.  Miller  stated  that  they  had 
examined  Miss  Jarrett,  who  was  in  a  very  weak  state  and  suffering  from  blood 
poisoning,  the  result  of  an  illegal  operation.  Alberta  Emmeline  Jarrett 
stated  that  on  the  9th  of  April  she  went  with  her  mother  to  Mrs.  Sealy’s, 
and  her  mother  paid  Mrs.  Sealy  £6  6s.  The  witness  then 
went  with  her  mother  to  a  Mrs.  Smith’s  house,  where 
she  left  her  mother  and  returned  to  Mrs.  Fitzjames’s  house. 
Mrs.  Fitzjames  refused  to  operate  on  her  till  she  was  paid  another  nine 
guineas.  She  again  went  to  Mrs.  Smith’s  and  got  the  money  from  her 
mother  and  returned  to  Mrs.  Fitzjames’s,  where  the  operation  was  performed. 
After  the  operation  witness  went  to  Mrs.  Sealy’s  house,  and  was  nursed  till 
the  21st  April,  when  she  was  removed  by  her  mother  to  Kensington.  She 
was  certain  that  Mrs.  Fitzjames  performed  the  operation  with  a  steel  or  silver 
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inBtrument.  Mrs.  Sealy  was  not  present.  Sarah  Jarrett  gave  evidence  as  to 
giting  £6  6s.  to  Mrs.  Sealy  as  part  payment  for  an  operation  to  be  performed 
on  her  daughter,  which  Mrs.  Sealy  stated  was  necessary  ;  and  also  as  to 
giving  another  nine  guineas  to  her  daughter  for  Mrs.  Fitzjames.  As  her 
daughter  grew  worse  after  the  operation,  witness  took  her  home  to  Kensing¬ 
ton  and  called  in  Dr.  Mullen.  The  accused  were  committed  for  trial. 

A.  Stiles’  Insolvent  Estate.— In  the  Insolvent  Court  on  the 
9th  August,  Judge  Molesworth  gave  judgment  ordering  Messrs.  Birtwistle 
and  Gardiner,  solicitors,  and  Mr.  Sydney  T.  Muir,  accountant,  to  return 
£137  13s.,  money  alleged  to  belong  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Martin,  trustee  of  the 
estate  of  Alfred  Stiles,  of  Fitzroy,  manufacturing  chemist.  The  case  for  the 
plaintiff  was,  that  on  the  18th  January  last  A.  Stiles  made  a  deed  of  assign¬ 
ment  of  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  and  Muir  was  appointed 
trustee  under  the  deed.  An  application  was  made  to  the  Supreme  Court  for 
the  compulsory  sequestration  of  the  estate  of  Stiles  in  insolvency.  The 
motion  was  opposed,  and  leave  was  given  to  Stiles  to  defend  the  claim  put 
forward  by  the  creditors  applying  for  the  sequestration.  The  order  was 
eventually  made  absolute.  After  the  order  nisi  was  granted  Muir  paid  over 
to  Birtwistle  and  Gardiner  two  sums  of  £50  and  £87  13s.  respectively,  or 
£137  13s,  together  ;  and  it  was  alleged  that  both  Muir  and  Birtwistle  and 
Gardiner  knew  that  the  £137  133.  belouged  to  the  insolvent  estate  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  rule  nisi  was  made,  and  that  they  should  have  handed  it  over 
to  Martin,  but  have  declined  to  do  so.  An  order  was  made  that  Birtwistle 
and  Gardiner  and  S.  T.  Muir  should  pay  to  Martin,  as  trustee  of  the  estate 
of  A.  Stiles,  £137  13s.  within  14  days,  and  also  the  taxed  costs  of  the 
application. 

Personalities. 

The  will  of  the  late  Dr.  James  Anderson,  of  Footscray,  was  lodged  for 
probate  on  the  lOth  August,  the  amount  available  for  probate  duty  was  set 
down  at  £2,162. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Plunk  et,  one  of  the  retiring  members  of  the  committee  of  the 
Melbourne  Hospital,  has  been  again  re-elected.  There  were  nine  candidates 
for  the  six  vacancies,  and  considerable  interest  was  evinced  in  the  proceedings, 
as  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  return  some  of  the  new  aspirants  for  office. 
When  the  poll  closed  it  was  found  that  all  the  committeemen  had  been 
re-elected. 

Mr.  C.  F.  Yeo,  of  Brisbane,  Queensland,  was  on  a  brief  visit  to  Victoria 
last  month. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Duredin  (Duredin  &  Sainsbury)  is,  we  learn,  very  much 
improved  in  health,  and  will  leave  for  a  short  visit  to  Queensland  during  the 
month. 

Mr.  Monkhouse  Graham,  formerly  in  business  in  Bourke-street, 
Melbourne,  has  gone  to  Gympie,  Quensland,  to  manage  a  business  for  Messrs. 
Elliott  Bros. 

Mr.  Potter,  of  Messrs.  Potter,  Allport  and  Sayers,  has  been  on  a  visit 
to  Melbourne  this  mouth. 
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Mr.  E.  C.  J.  Davies,  of  Zehan,  Tasmania,  has  been  spending  his  annual 
holiday  in  Melbourne. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Miller,  son  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller,  of  Hobart,  after  passing  his 
final  examination  in  Hobart  with  credit,  has  returned  to  Melbourne  to  study 
for  the  qualifying  examination  under  the  Medical  Act. 

An  influential  requisition  has  been  presented  to  Mr.  Samuel  Park,  of 
Warrnambool,  to  allow  himself  to  be  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  the 
representation  of  the  Hopkins  Ward  at  the  forthcoming  elections  for  the 
Town  Council  of  Warrnambool. 

Mr.  John  A.  Jones,  who  was  for  some  time  in  business  at  Toorak,  has 
removed  to  Derby-road,  Caulfield. 

Farewell  Banquet  to  Mr.  James  Biram. — Fully  100  gentlemen, 
representative  residents  of  Warragul  and  district,  met  in  the  Masonic  Hall 
on  Wednesday  evening,  the  8th  August,  to  wish  Mr.  James  Biram  God¬ 
speed  and  an  abundant  success  in  Western  'Australia,  whither  he  has  decided 
to  go,  after  a  residence  of  nearly  twenty  years  in  Warragul.  The  high  esteem 
in  which  he  is  held  by  all  classes  of  the  community  was  manifest  on  every 
countenance  in  the  room,  and  the  regret  was  general  that  circumstances  had 
induced  him  to  leave  the  district.  In  proposing  Mr.  Biram’s  health,  Mr.  C. 
Sargent,  M.L.C.,  said  : — “  They  were  called  upon  to  say  good-bye  to  one  who 
held  the  illustrious  position  of  being  the  pioneer  business  man  of  Warrugal. 
They  would  allow  that  he  spoke  with  some  authority  when  he  told  them  that 
Mr.  James  Biram  and  himself  came  to  Warragul  at  the  same  time — nineteen 
years  ago.  At  that  time,  where  the  hall  now  stood,  was  a  beautiful  whitegum 
forest.  All  sincerely  regretted  Mr.  Biram’s  departure  from  Warragul,  but  it 
would  be  gratifying  for  him  to  know  that  he  carried  with  him  the  good  opinion 
of  those  he  had  resided  amongst  so  long.”  Mr.  Biram,  in  response  to  the 
toast,  explained  the  very  great  pleasure  it  afforded  him  to  have  earned  the 
goodwill  of  those  around  him,  and  he  should  always  feel  proud  in  remembering 
the  many  kind  friends  he  had  made  in  the  district. 

The  estate  in  Victoria  of  the  late  Mr.  Evan  Rolands,  the  well-known 
aerated  water  manufacturer,  has  been  valued  at  £87,000.  The  property  is 
left  to  relatives,  and,  under  the  will,  Mr.  David  Jones,  who  has  been  the 
active  spirit  in  the  business  for  some  years,  is  to  be  continued  as  Manager  for 
ten  years  at  a  salary  of  £1,000  per  annum.

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SOUTH  AUSTRALIA.  ^ 

An  Unusual  Poison. — Mary  Ford,  residing  in  Adelaide,  lately 
attempted  suicide  by  taking  iodine.  She  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  and  is 
now  recovering. 

Imitation,  &C. — recent  Council  meeting  it  was  stated  that  a 
body  of  tradesmen  had  lately  applied  to  the  Government  with  a  view  to 
securing  a  certain  status,  registration,  &c.,  by  Act  of  Parliament.  They  were 
advised  by  the  Chief  Secretary  in  his  answer  to  study  the  Pharmacy  Act  as  a 
model  upon  which  to  frame  the  enactment  they  desired.  It  seems,  therefore, 
that  the  attempt  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  solve  the  problem  of 
legislation  in  the  interests  of  pharmacy  is  not  unlikely  to  be  of  indirect  service 
to  others. 

The  Final  Examination.— The  question  raised  at  the  last 
Board  meeting  as  to  the  desirability  of  following  the  precedent  set  by  the 
Irish  Board  of  Pharmacy,  is  an  interesting  and  important  one.  At  the  first 
glance  the  precedent  alluded  to  above  seems  a  good  one,  nor  does  there  seem 
much  danger  of  erring  on  the  side  of  laxity  in  allowing  a  student  who  has 
gained  a  good  number  of  marks  in  most  subjects,  but  who  is  deficient  in  one, 
to  come  up  again  for  examination  in  that  one  only,  provided  always  it  be  not 
pharmacy.  There  appears  also  to  be  an  additional  safe-guard  in  the  provison 
that  this  privilage  shall  he  granted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.  Still,  the 
feeling  of  the  South  Australian  Board  that  it  is  wiser  to  adhere  to  the  old 
custom  of  requiring  a  pass  in  all  subjects  at  one  examination  is  certainly  no’^ 
to  be  regretted  ;  provided  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects  has  been 
gained,  there  can  be  no  hardships  to  the  student  in  requiring  him  to  answer 
questions  on  matters  which  he  showed  himself  quite  conversant  with,  say,  a 
few  months  previously,  while  there  is  not  so  much  danger  of  cram  or  attempts 
to  pass  exams,  piece-meal.  One  aspect  of  the  matter,  however,  which  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  noticed  in  the  discussion  is  the  hearing  all  these 
things  may  have  upon  any  attempt  to  establish  reciprocal  relations  between  the 
colonies.  A  divergence  in  the  method  of  conducting  the  principal 
examination  should  be  studiously  avoided  if  possible,  unless,  indeed,  it  is  of 
such  a  character  as  to  he  a  manifest  improvement,  for  otherwise  it  might  be  a 
serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  that  mutual  understanding  which  it  is  to  be 
hoped  will  ere  long  he  accomplished. 

QUEENSLAND. 

The  Month  , — The  passed  month  has  not  been  marked  by  any  note¬ 
worthy  incidents,  and  business  in  general  throughout  the  colony  continues 
quiet.  The  annual  exhibition  attracted  as  usual  a  number  of  country 
visitors  to  Brisbane,  and  amongst  them  some  weil-known  druggists. 
Mr.  W.  A.  Noble,  the  well-known  chemist  of  Toowoomba,  exh  bited  and  took 
prizes  in  the  poultry  divisions,  while  Mr.  H.  Jarrott,  chemist,  of  Laidley, 
proved  himself  a  versatile  genius  and  succeeded  in  scoring  in  the  band  contest 
by  the  agency  of  the  Laidley  Band,  for  which  he  is  bandmaster. 
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Trad©  Notos. — Mr.  iSapsford,  of  Maryborough,  has  relinquished 
business  there,  and  Mr.  A.  Forbes  (formerly  with  Mr.  G.  Hudson,  of 
Ipswich),  has  taken  oyer  the  business  in  his  stead. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Hoare,  of  Cooktown,  has  closed  his  business  with  a  view  of 
emigrating  to  Perth,  West  Australia,  where  he  intends  going  into  business. 

Dr.  Knowles,  of  Brisbane,  has  been  appointed  surgeon  to  the  Etheridge 
Hospital. 

Pharmacy  Board, — ^The  usual  monthly  meeting  was  held  on 
12th  July,  the  following  members  being  present  : — Messrs.  Watkins, 
Ghater,  Field,  W.  Taylor,  and  Thomason.  After  the  routine  business  had 
been  disposed  of,  Mr.  J.  B.  Gair,  solicitor,  attended  on  behalf  of  Mr.  F.  E. 
Norris,  of  Croydon,  who  is  applying  for  the  permission  of  the  Board  to  allow 
him  to  be  examined  in  the  North  instead  of  insisting  on  his  travelling  lo 
Brisbane  to  enter  for  the  final  examination.  After  hearing  Mr.  Gair's 
argument  the  Board  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  application  must  be  re¬ 
fused,  as  at  present  Brisbane  is  the  only  place  in  the  colony  where  the 
necessary  examination  specimens  and  accessories  are  available  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  such  an  examination  as  is  requisite  under  clause  47  of  the 
regulations  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  application  of  F.  E.  Smith,  of 
Maryborough,  to  be  examined  was  again  before  the  Board,  but  while  regretting 
their  inability  to  accede  to  his  wishes,  the  Board  decided  that  they  could  not 
legally  grant  the  application. 


TASMANIA. 

Vending  Patent  Medicines.— At  the  Hobart  Police  Court, 
Joseph  Rogers  pleaded  guilty  to  vending  patent  medicines,  to  wit,  one  bottle 
of  painkiller,  on  the  26th  June  last.  The  superintendent  of  police  stated 
that  his  attvention  had  been  called  to  the  fact  that  certain  grocers  in  the  city 
were  in  the  habit  of  selling  patent  medicines  without  a  license  from  the 
Medical  Court.  The  acting-police  magistrate  said  that  he  was  aware  that 
some  misconception  existed  throughout  the  colony  as  to  the  right  of  some 
people  to  vend  patent  medicines  when  a  chemist’s  shop  was  within  a  reason¬ 
able  distance  of  the  purchaser.  Such  a  practice  vva-,  however,  contrary  to 
law.  Under  the  circumstances,  and  considering  that  the  accused  was 
ignorant  of  the  laws,  the  Bench  would  impose  a  fine  of  one  shilling  and  costs. 

The  Quarterly  Examinations  were  held  on  Wednesday,  18th 
July,  when  two  final  candidates  and  three  preliminary  presented  themselves. 
The  examiners  present  were  Messrs.  H.  T.  Gould  and  J.  T.  Weaver,  whilst 
Messrs.  Holmes  and  Eberhard  set  written  papers  in  pharmacy  and  materia 
medica  respectively.  Dr.  Smart  (President  of  the  committee  of  medical 
examiners),  Dr.  Crouch  and  Dr.  Coverdale  (members)  were  present  at  inter¬ 
vals  during  the  examination,  which  lasted  all  day.  The  only  successful 
candidates  were  Mr.  A.  J.  Miller  (final)  and  Mr.  Phillip  Andrews  (prelimin¬ 
ary).  Mr.  Miller  is  the  son  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller,  and  he  obtained  good 
marks  in  most  of  his  subjects.  In  practical  work  and  in  materia  medica  he 
obtained  credit  marks.  Mr.  Miller  has  been  studying  at  the  College  of 
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Pharmacy,  Melbourne,  and  was  for  six  months  in  the  well-known  pharmacy 
of  H.  Francis  &  Son,  Bourke-street,  Melbourne,  gaining  experience.  In 
consequence  of  pressure  on  our  space  we  are  compelled  to  hold  over  the 
questions  given  at  the  examination. 

The  Court  of  Medical  Examiners  lias  registered  as  legally 
qualified  chemists  and  druggists  in  Tasmania,  Mr.  Addison  Thomas  Palfrey- 
man,  of  Nhill,  Victoria,  and  Mr.  Henry  Leonard  Fletcher,  of  Launceston. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 

Pharmacy  Board. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  was  held  on  July  12th,  1894, 
Present — The  President  (Mr.  Mee),  Messrs.  Turner,  Horrax,  and  Brittain. 

Business. — To  consider  the  position  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  The 
registrar  reported  that  he  was  at  the  House  of  Representatives  when  the  Bill 
passed  its  second  reading.  It  received  considerable  opposition  from  members,, 
and  the  Premier  state  I  that  though  he  would  not  oppose  it  at  its  present 
stage,  he  thought  it  would  require  considerable  modification  in  committee. 
The  partial  opposition  was  on  behalf  of  unqualified  men,  who  were  acting  a& 
chemists  in  outlying  districts  where  there  was  no  qualified  chemist. 

Dr.  Newman  strongly  urged  the  Board  to  put  in  some  clause  admitting 
such  men  to  registration,  otherwise  he  was  sure  the  Bill  would  be  completely 
spoilt  in  committee. 

It  was  resolved  to  telegraph  to  the  various  centres  and  obtain  the  opinion 
of  the  other  members  of  the  Board  and  the  trade  generally. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  the  assistance  of  the  press  be  asked  towards 
making  public  a  clear  explanation  of  the  clauses  of  the  Bill  in  their  columns, 
and  drawing  attention  to  the  present  unsatisfactory  status  of  chemists. 

The  adjourned  special  meeting  was  held  July  18th.  Present — The 
president  (Mr.  Mee)  and  Messrs.  Horrax,  Turner,  and  Brittain. 

Telegrams  were  read  from  the  members  of  the  Board  at  Auckland^, 
Christchurch,  and  Dunedin  in  reference  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  After  con¬ 
siderable  discussion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Registrar  write  to  Dr.  Newman, 
informing  him  that  after  consulting  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and 
discussing  the  question  fully,  it  was  decided  that  the  Bill  could  not  be 
modified  in  the  direction  of  admitting  any  of  the  unqualified  men  who  are 
acting  as  chemists,  as  that  would  be  unfair  to  the  registered  chemists,  who 
have  paid  fees  and  complied  with  the  Pharmacy  Act  1880,  at  the  same  time 
pointing  out  that  the  Bill  does  not  affect  herbalists,  or  the  sellers  of 
medicines,  or  other  persons,  so  long  as  they  did  not  represent  themselves  to 
be  chemists  qualified  for  dispensing  doctors’  prescriptions.  The  Registrar 
was  directed  to  answer  the  objections  which  have  been  made  to  the  bill  as 
clearly  as  possible,  and  ask  Dr.  Newman  to  advocate  the  justice  of  the  bill  to 
his  utmost,  and  demand  a  division  as  it  now  stands. 

JuEY  Service. — Resolved  that  the  Registrar  write  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Statutes  Revision  Committee,  asking  for  the  exemption  of  chemists,  who 
are  registered,  from  jury  service. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  held  on  25th  July. 
Present — The  President  (Mr.  Mee),  and  Messrs.  Horrax  and  Brittain. 

The  minutes  of  previous  meetings  were  read  and  confirmed. 

COKRESPONDENCE. 

Letter  from  Mr.  Koger  Lees,  notifying  address  as  Dunedin.  Mr.  T.  M. 
M  ilkinson,  Dunedin,  sending  some  old  Pharmacy  Board  papers. — Received. 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Ellis  (Stratford),  J.  E.  Dodds  (Akawa),  and  F.  Akhurst 
(Waimate),  in  reply  to  the  Board’s  circular,  saying  they  had  complied  with 
its  request. — Received.  Mr.  Geo.  Denby,  in  reply  to  circular.  The 
Registrar  to  reply  ;  that  objection  raised  as  to  his  member’s  support  of  the 
Bill  does  not  exist,  as  the  poisons  sections  were  crossed  out  of  the  Bill  by  the 
Legislative  Council,  and  it  is  not  now  sought  either  to  control  the  sale  of 
poisons  or  medicines,  but  to  afford  greater  protection  to  bona  fide  dispensing 
chemists.  From  Mr.  J.  Kinderdine,  Auckland,  enclosing  circulars  for  dis¬ 
tribution  among  members  of  the  House. — Answered  by  Registrar.  Mr. 
H.  N.  Garland,  deputy-registrar,  Auckland,  re  examination. — Received. 
Mr.  G.  Bonnington,  Christchurch,  ^asking  for  copies  of  the  Pharmacy  Bilh 
with  the  Government  Poisons  Importation  and  Carriage  of  Poisons  Bill  and 
Sale  of  Poisons  Bill. — Answered  by  Registrar.  Mr.  F.  Shaw,  Blenheim. — 
Answered  by  President.  Dr.  Dermer,  Foxton. — To  be  answered  by  Registrar* 
Letter  and  telegram  from  Mr.  W.  Elder,  Dunedin,  re  Bill. — To  be  answered. 
Mr.  F.  E.  White,  notifying  change  of  address  from  Palmerston  to  Ashburton. 
Mr.  Brittain  brought  forward  his  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Turner  and  carried. — The  resolution  to  be  printed  and  attached  to  the 
Examination  Regulations. 

Pharmacy  Legislation. — “  Still  pursuing  ”  I  would  suggest  as- 
a  motto  for  our  Pharmacy  Board  at  the  present  time,  for  the  goal  of  desired- 
legislation  is  by  no  means  within  view,  nor  does  it  get  perceptibly  nearer. 
The  Premier,  in  spite  of  his  last  year’s  promise  to  offer  every  facility  to  tho 
bill  in  its  passage  through  the  House,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  last  session  it 
passed  through  all  its  stages  in  the  Legislative  Council  in  precisely  the  same- 
form  it  now  wears,  has  developed  an  uncompromising  hostility  to  it,  and  has 
imbued  the  minds  of  his  large  political  following  with  the  like  sentiments. 
When  the  bill  came  up  for  committal  on  the  19th  ult.  the  Premier  tried  to 
block  it  by  a  motion  for  adjournment  of  the  debate,  which  was  lost  on  a 
division,  other  tactics  were  tried  in  committee,  which  resulted  in  the  postpone¬ 
ment  of  further  action  for  14  days  ;  in  the  meantime  the  bill  to  be  amended 
by  the  Statutes  Revision  Committee.  This  practically  means  a  shelving  of 
the  bill  for  the  session,  unless  the  unforseen  happens,  as  the  Board  is  firm, 
and  rightly  so,  in  its  determination  not  to  accept  the  amendments  as  set  forth 
in  the  order  paper,  without  some  knowledge  of  their  meaning  and  prospective 
effect.  I  was  present  in  the  House  on  this  occasion,  and  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  I  never  heard  such  rubbish  talked  on  any  previous  occasion.  I 
was  afterwards  informed  that  this  nonsense  was  delivered  to  serve  a  particular 
political  purpose,  and  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was  altogether  a  secondary 
consideration.  Apart  from  this,  we  have  the  feeling  that  the  bill  has  not 
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'been  even  read  by  the  majority  of  the  members,  and  that  they  care  nothing 
about  it. 

The  Central  Pharmaceutical  Association,  representing  the  chemists  of 
the  city  and  province,  as  distinct  from  the  official  Board,  considered  it 
.advisable  that  a  deputation  should  wait  on  the  city  members  (Sir  Robert 
Stout,  Messrs.  Duthie  and  Bell)  and  secure  their  co-operation  and  support 
on  behalf  of  the  Bill,  and  also  on  Captain  Russell,  who,  though  an  opponent, 
was  most  temperate  in  his  objections.  In  due  time,  all  these  gentlemen  were 
interviewed  with  satisfactory  results,  and  in  the  case  of  the  last  named  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  removing  his  objections  and  securing  his  support. 
Another  deputation  had  been  detailed  to  interview  the  Premier,  and  if  possible, 
learn  the  ground  of  his  opposition,  what  was  really  the  meaning  and  intention 
of  his  amendments,  and  generally  to  confer  on  the  objects  ^of  the  Bill — this 
interview  was  also  satisfactory — his  chief  objection  being,  that  the  Board  was 
an  irresponsible  body,  that  the  Government  had  no  control  over  its  actions, 
and  that  there  was  no  appeal  from  its  decisions  ;  the  apprenticeship  clause 
\7as  also  an  objection,  as  being  opposed  to  the  free-trade  policy  of  the 
Government  free-trade  in  everything  but  commercial  matters).  The 

deputation  elicited  the  information  that  all  that  was  sought 'by  the  hostile 
-amendments,  was  that  the  Governor -in-Council  should  have  exactly  the  same 
power  in  relation  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  that  the  Privy  Council  has  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  England.  Had  this  knowledge  been  imparted  at 
an  earlier  stage  much  valuable  time  might  have  been  saved  and  the  issues 
•clearly  defined.  The  Premier  was  understood  to  say  that  if  the  Board 
accepted  his  interpretation  of  the  amendments,  and  would  modify  the  appren¬ 
ticeship  clause,  the  Bill  would  go  through,  as  there  was  no  opposition  to  the 
remaininp  clauses.  The  result  of  this  interview  was  embodied  in  an  informal 
letter  to  the  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  we  now  await  further 
developments. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  in  the  present  struggle  we  have  the  sympathy 
and  hearty  support  of  the  most  powerful  and  enlightened  section  of  our  local 
newspaper  press.  The  Evening  Post  has  devoted  much  space  and  editorial 
matter  on  behalf  of  the  Bill,  which  doubtless  will  bear  good  fruit.  Mr.  T.  M. 
Wilkinson,  chemist,  Dunedin,  contributed  a  useful  letter  to  the  same  journal, 
which  we  may  consider  to  represent  the  voice  of  our  southern  confrhes. 

The  Central  Pharmaceutical  Association,  though  a  long  time  in  moving, 
moved  at  last,  and  energetically  in  the  right  direction.  If  the  Bill  does  not 
become  law  this  session,  I  am  afraid  there  is  only  one  conclusion  to  which  we 
can  come,  and  that  is — that  in  spite  of  the  complaints  of  registered  chemists 
as  to  the  almission  of  unqualified  men  into  the  business  of  pharmacy, 
they  have  not  done  what  they  could  to  counteract  this  evil.  I  say  this 
because  I  am  convinced  that  if  chemists  had  enlisted  the  support  and  sympathy 
of  their  parliamentary  representatives,  as  they  were  urged  by  a  recent  circular 
from  the  Board  to  do,  there  would  not  be  the  dense  ignorance  in  the  minds  of 
members  to  overcome  that  there  now  is,  nor  the  unreasoning  ])rejudice  to 
^combat,  as  at  present  appears.  The  chemists  of  New  Zealand  are  masters  of 
ithe  situation  if  they  will  only  wake  up  from  their  lethargy  and  “go  for” 
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their  members.  Read  what  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  opposition: — “  Nine 
chemists  and  herbalists,  chiefly  the  latter,  have  issued  a  circular  to  members 
of  the  House  asking  them  to  oppose  the  Pharmacy  Bill  on  the  ground  that  it 
is  in  reality  a  ‘  Chemists’  Monopoly  Bill,’  and  opposed  to  the  public  welfare.. 
The  clause  requiring  a  chemist  to  serve  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years  they 
designate  ‘  most  selfish,’  and  they  contend  that  ‘  the  possibility  of  becoming 
a  chemist  should  be  open  to  all  who  have  the  education,  brains,  and  other 
natural  qualifications  which  will  enable  them  to  pass  the  necessary  examina¬ 
tions.’  ”  The  influence  that  these  people  have  brought  to  bear  could  just  as 
easily  have  been  wielded  by  the  chemists  of  the  colony,  had  they  a  mind  to  do* 
so.  If  we  are  again  defeated  it  will  be  humiliating  to  think  it  has  beem 
through  the  efforts  of  the  “  nine,”  and  all  for  the  lack  of  a  little  determination.-

'  London,  July  13th,  1894. 

Mr.  Martindale,  whom  your  readers  will  probably  remember  is  the  talented’ 
author  of  the  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,”  is  anxious  that  the  rising  generation* 
of  pharmacists  should  possess  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  metric  system.. 
The  subject  is  included  in  the  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, . 
but  apparently  in  an  unsatisfactory  manner.  Thus  a  knowledge  of  the- 
system  is  required  in  the  first,  or  as  it  used  to  be  called,  the  preliminary 
examination,  but  in  the  next  following  one,  the  Minor,  only  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  the  subject  exacted.  Mr.  Martindale,  therefore,  at  the  last 
Council  meeting  of  the  Society,  proposed  a  resolution  to  the  following  effect, . 
“  That  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1895,  a  practical  knowledge  of  the- 
metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  shall  be  required  of  all  candidates  for 
the  minor  examination  in  the  subjects  of  prescriptions  and  practical  dispensing,, 
and  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  be  instructed  to  require  from  candidates  a 
general  knowledge  of  posology  in  terms  of  the  metric  as  well  as  the  British 
system  of  weights  and  measures  as  defined  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,. 
1885,  and  in  practical  dispensing  ‘  to  weigh,  measure,  and  compound 
medicines’  by  the  metric  as  well  as  the  British  system  of  weights 

and  measures.”  The  examinations  as  at  present  arranged^ 

seemed  to  Mr.  Martindale  to  be  an  advance  backwards,  and  I  must  say  that 
I  share  his  opinion  in  this  matter.  Leaving  on  one  side  the  question  of 
culture  and  education,  and  regarding  only  the  number  of  foreign  prescriptions 
that  now  come  before  the  chemist,  it  is  only  right  that  he  should  possess  an 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  metric  system,  so  that  he  can  with  facility  and 
confidence  dispense  any  quantities  denominated  in  foreign  weights.  He  very 
pertinently  pointed  out  that  with  our  existing  weights  it  was  impossible- 
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to  weigh  a  single  dose  of  poisonous  remedies  like  Morphine,  Strychnine  and 
Arsenic. 

An  animated  discussion  followed  the  proposal  of  the  resolution,  in  which 
mediocrity  had  an  able  champiom  in  the  person  of  the  President,  who  eviden¬ 
tly  considers  that  the  candidates  are  already  very  hard  worked.  Ultimately 
the  resolution  was  altered  to  the  effect  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  should 
be  requested  to  consider  the  advisability  of  requiring  all  candidates  at  the 
minor  examination  to  show  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  has  recently  made  a  fresh  departure  which 
I  think  cannot  fail  to  enhance  its  value  as  an  advertising  medium.  Until 
further  notice  advertisements  of  assistants  seeking  engagements  will  be 
inserted  free  of  charge,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  thus,  advertise¬ 
ments  must  not  contain  more  than  20  words,  or  if  they  do  a  charge 
will  be  made  for  every  additional  twelve  words,  the  correct  name  and 
.address  of  the  advertiser  must  accompany  each  advertisement,  and 
the  publishers  reserve  the  right  of  rejecting  any  advertisement. 

Messrs.  Frederick  Stearnes  &  Co.,  the  well-known  manufacturing 
pharmacists  of  Detroit,  U.S.A.,  have  sent  a  special  representative  to  this 
country,  Mr.  W.  A.  Richardson,  to  exploit  a  few  of  their  specialities,  notably 
Wine  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Cascara  Aromatic,  Dike’s  Pepsine,  and  Hsemoferrum. 
I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  making  his  personal  acquaintance.  Whilst  being 
a  practical  pharmacist,  he  is  at  the  same  time  a  clear  headed  and  long  headed 
business  man,  a  combination  which  unfortunately  for  us  seems  to  prevail 
more  in  the  States  than  it  does  in  the  old  mother  country.  He  is  not  par¬ 
ticularly  impressed  with  our  notions  and  progress.  W  hilst  he  admires  the 
conservatism,  which  to  a  certain  extent  is  inseparable  from  an  old  country, 
he,  is  struck  by  and  annoyed  at  the  intense  apathy  and  total  disregard  of 
commercial  enterprise  with  which  he  comes  into  contact.  Our  method  of 
hastening  slowly  is  so  opposite  to  the  impetuousity  and  tenacity  of  purpose  of 
Uncle  Sam  that  we  do  not  compare  favourably.  But  he  is  here  on  business 
“  to  make  our  goods  known  and  to  sell  them,”  so  we  will  not  waste  much 
time  in  discussing  extraneous  matters.  Upon  one  point  he  is  very  sore,  and 
■that  is  the  Wine  License  question.  “I  have  made  known  my  Wine  of  Cod 
Liver  Oil  by  means  of  advertising  and  travellers  ;  the  demand  created  is 
growing,  doctors  are  prescribing  it  on  every  hand,  chemists  write  me  daily  for 
supplies,  and  then  just  as  all  my  efforts  are  about  to  be  crowned  with  success, 
the  Wine  License  ‘  Bogey  ’  intervenes.”  May  we  sell  it  without  a  License  is 
invariably  asked  ?  Bah - ?  his  disgust  is  inexpressible. 

How  that  medicated  wines  are  so  largely  advertised  by  various  manu¬ 
facturers  it  is  unaccountable  that  so  few  chemists  go  to  the  expense  of 
providing  themselves  with  licenses.  The  yearly  expense  of  £2  10s.  would 
very  soon  be  returned  to  them,  and  I  cannot  help  thinking  they  would  find 
the  line  of  “  Wines  ”  an  exceedingly  popular  and  profitable  “  extra.” 

The  indifference  with  which  chemists  apparently  regard  their  pockets  has 
been  strikingly  illustrated  this  week  by  the  discussion  of  the  Budget,  and 
particularly  of  that  part  which  referred  to  the  increase  of  the  spirit  duties. 
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In  my  May  letter  1  mentioned  that  this  increase  bore  unequally  upon  chemists, 
and  that  they  as  a  body  were  making  an  outcry  against  it.  Apparently,  and 
I  say  apparently  advisedly,  the  notion  that  chemists  objected  to  the  impost 
was  held  only  by  a  minority  of  the  trade,  for  when  the  amendment  to  allow 
a  drawback  of  6d.  per  gallon  upon  all  spirits  used  in  medicinal  preparations 
was  proposed,  the  only  pharmaceutical  member  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
Mr.  Charles  Townsend,  of  Bristol,  stated  that  he  was  convinced  that  those 
most  fit  to  represent  the  trade  did  not  desire  that  this  reduction  should  be 
made.  He  was  also  understood  to  add  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  have  raised  a  strong  protest  if  they  had  desired  this  drawback.  Truly 
this  occurrence  very  strongly  emphasizes  the  remarks  of  several  speakers  at 
the  recent  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  viz.,  that  the 
Society  should  be  officially  represented  in  Parliament. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  after  the  speech  of  Mr.  Chas.  Townsend,  who  had 
had  an  experience  of  forty  years  in  the  wholesale  drug  trade,  that  the  amend¬ 
ment  was  negatived  instantly.  Undoubtedly  difficulties  would  have 
occurred  in  arranging  a  drawback,  but  they  would  not  have  been  insuperable. 

Something  unique  in  the  shape  of  a  table  salt  has  just  been  brought  out. 
Pepsalia  and  its  imitators,  such  as  Papam  salt,  &c.,  are  simple  aids  to 
digestion,  the  new  comer  is  put  forward  as  a  distinctly  mitritive  salt,  really  it 
entirely  revolutionises  all  our  preconceived  notions  of  the  saline  member  of 
the  cruet.  The  name  Cerebos  has  been  given  to  it.  It  is  protected  by  Koyal 
letters  patent.  I  have  not^as  yet  had  the  opportunity  of  reading  the  specifi¬ 
cation,  but  it  is  evidently,  from  the  description  published,  made  from  the  bye 
product  of  a  flour  mill.  It  is  said  to  contain  the  concentrated  food  strength 
(Phosphates,  &c.),  of  bran,  which  is  required  to  form  the  actual  substance  of 
the  bones,  brain  and  nerves,  but  which  is  absent  from  white  bread.  It  can 
be  used  instead  of  common  salt  for  every  purpose  ;  at  table  and  in  salting 
bread,  puddings,  soups,  stews,  &c.,  and  through  it  all  the  valuable  con- 
constituents  of  the  grain  are  restored  for  the  use  of  the  system. 

It  is  said  that  the  use  of  Cerebos  salt  in  the  food  will  generally  obviate 
to  the  necessity  for  giving  chemical  food,  as  it  contains  the  most  important 
constituents  of  it,  and  it  is  obviously,  the  makers  contend,  a  much  more 
natural  and  rational  way  -of  supplying  the  deficiency  of  the  necessary  sub¬ 
stance  than  allowing  the  health  to  suffer  through  the  gradual  deprivation  of 
them,  and  then  supplying  them  by  dosing  with  chemical  food.  The 
arguments  are  certainly  very  plausible.  White  bread  salted  with  Cerebos 
instead  of  common  salt  equals  whole  meal  bread — at  least  the  makers  say  so.
